The reply filed on December 15, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): 

Applicant has not indicated an election of a single disclosed species for the condensed polycyclic aromatic confound. The very 
specific requirements for this election are set forth in the Office action mailed November 15, 2005, paragraph 2. Further, applicant 
has not indicated an election of a single disclosed species for the organic metal chelates. The very specific requirements for this 
election are set forth in the Office action mailed November 15, 2005, paragraph 3. The reply to each of these requirements filed by 
applicant on December 15, 2005 is not consistent with the instructions in the election of species requirement mailed November 15, 
2005. 

Applicants appear to argue that the species are not patentably distinct. If such is the case, applicant should submit evidence or 
identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this was intended, 
and the election requirement will be withdrawn. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the 
prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
